since he wears the mitre, 

The seal is a plece of very beauti 
ful, deeply cut, Gothic work in sil 
ver, mounted:on an fron boss, which 
~was attached to the sealing press 
when documents were sealed. 

The new seal is a precise duplicat« 
except that two small Tudor rose: 
have been put underneath the portion 
containing the City Arms, to distin 
tuish it from the disused seal, In 
1281 the officials of the city reported 
‘hat the old maycral seal was ‘‘too 
small and rude and ancient, and un- 
becoming and derogatory from the 
honor of the City,” and recommended 
‘hat “‘the new seal of honorable as- 
veet and work of art which the mayor 
has had made” should be substituted 
for ft. The substitution was made. 
and after 581 years the seal still 
shows its admirable workmanship. 


Beginnings In Authorship. 

The first appearance in print of 
that successful author, Mr. Arthur 
Pendennis, was a poem written to 
match an eng ng which the pro- 
prietor of a magazine found unex- 
pectedly thrown on his hands, M. 
Jules Claretie’s first novel was com- 
posed under somewhat similar cir- 
cumstances, Edmond Dentu, a 
prominent publisher under the Se- 
cond Empire, had widely advertised 
a novel entitled ‘‘Une Drolesse,”’ by a 
writer who signed herself Comtesse 
Dash, On the eve of publication the 
lady wanted the title altered. The 
publisher refused to make any 
change, and in order not to waste 
money, hunted around for an author 
capable of furnishing within four 
weeks a novel which the title would 
fit. M. Claretie undertook the task, 
and finished it yell within the stipu- 
lated time.—London Chronicle,

‘After application has been made 
to the Ameer for a permit, or fir- 
man, to visit Afghanistan—and by 
having advanced some particularly 
potent argument the firman may 
perhaps be granted—the deputy 
secretary to ‘the Government, if he 
deems it wise, will then grant ger- 
mission to cross the frontier at the 
traveler's own risk. 

“A regulation letter granting such 
permission to a representative of a 
business house in Bombay, of which 
{ have a copy, reads as follows: 

With reference to .your letter dat- 

ed —, I am directed to inform you 
that the honorable the chief com- 
nissioner and agent to the governor 
general in the northwest frontier 
nrovince is being directed to allow 
Mr. — of your firm to cross the 
frontier, pubject to the production 
by him of hig majesty the Ameer’: 
frman and the political agent in the 
Khyber pass. being satisfied that the 
Afghan Government has made ar- 
rangements for Mr. —’'s escort and 
transport. 
Owadd th Ins GOveTD ' 
whatever in connection with the ob- 
ject of Mr. —’s journey to or stay 
in Afghanistan and that he proceeds 
there at his own risk. 

“About the only instances ip 
which Europeans have ever been 
allowed to travel into Afghanistan 
is when machinery or other articles 
have been required by the Ameer to 
his Government or special medical 
sssistance needed at the court. At 
nresent there are understood to be 
six Buropéans and two Americans 
esiding in the country.”
